mainly, matters pertaining to the United Nations. I. L. KEREN

T-3 stated that on March 1,' 1950* REUVEN DAPNI 
advised THEODOR^&tfLLEK (at that time Head of the American 
Desk, Israeli Foreign Office) of his thoughts concerning the 
future of the Israeli Office of Information in the United States.

It is to be noted the Israel Office of Information 
filed a statement on October 12, 194$ y that it was serving 
as an agent of the Provisional Government of Israel and 
representing the Israeli Ministry of Foreign Affairs at 
Israel.

If it is necessary in “tee future to Initiate an investigation, 
this letter and attached photostat should be made a part of the new file. 


It is noted that considerable additional information is sot forth 
on the registration statement and that correspondence regarding the registrant 
may be found in the files 6f the Foreign Agents Registration Section of the 
Criminal Division. It is, therefore, suggested that when the investigation 
is conducted concerning this organisation, that you obtain all available 
information from the files of the Foreign Agents Registration Section of the 
Criminal Division of the Department of Justice. 
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
